REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The problem addressed by the instant method is to provide a still with a capacity greater than 
25 hectoliters that can produce a high-quality spirit essentially identical in its organoleptic 
properties to a spirit obtained by distillation in a 25-hectoliter still. [See page 1, last two lines 
thru page 2, lines 1-2]. 

This problem is solved according to the invention by providing a still comprising at least one 
additional copper element for surface contact arranged in the chamber, at least partially 
immersed in the alcoholic liquid, and defining with it, when it occupies the volume defined by 
the filling capacity of the chamber, a second interface with a non-zero area, and in that the ratio 
of the total area of the first and second interfaces to the volume occupied by the alcoholic 10 
liquid at the start of distillation is equal at least to 30 square centimeters per liter. [See page 2, 
lines 3-10]. 

The solution to the problem is neither disclosed by the prior art of record nor is 
obvious.Thus, claims 1-6, 10-12 and 14-15 are deemed allowable over the prior of record.
